What I mean to »ay at present is, 
that these are issues cither hypothetical and spec- 
ulative, or neutralized by equal and opposing con- 
tide rations oa the other side, and bhouM uot divert 
the mind for a moment from those higher and mora 
urgent and vital questions, which are the true tests 
of a sound and correct decision in the pending i'rts- 
idential election. Those tests 1 have already ad- 
Vetted to. 
They are such as are inseparably con- 


nected with the purity, character, ond preservation 
of the Government itself, and in my humble judg- 
ment arc overwhelmingly conclusive against the 
intensions of Mr Van iJuren. 


Aa little shall we permit ourselves, I trust, to be 


".frightened frpm our propriety" by the old and hol- 
Jwr expedient of a senseless and arbitrary use of 
P*rt/ names. 
Those who are so prone to ring the 


changes on the nomeclalure of Federalist and Re- 
publican would do well to remember that they have 
men, reading and inquiring men, to deal with, and 
not children. Try Mr Van iiuren and Mr Clay by 
any test derived from the authentic history of polit- 
cal parties in this country, or by the standard of 
those great principles which exist in the essential 
elements of our popular institutions, and Mr Clay 
Jtands before the world the far better republican 
of the two, 


In that great array and struggle of the two parties 


of the country (among the most memoriable in our 
history) which arose out of the controversy and 
war with England in 1812, where was Mr Clay and 
where was Mr Van Buren 1 
Mr Clay gallantly 


leading the Republican hosts in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and sustaining the administration of 
Mr Madison with all the energies of his patriotism, 
and eloquence ; Mr Van tiuren uniting with the 
Federalist* to depose that illustrious man from pow- 
er, and to supplant his administration! 
Try them 


again by that standard which Mr Van Buren him- 
self, in a most elaborate speech delivered in the 
Senate of the United States in ]828, declared to be 
the true and legitimate distinction between the fed- 
eral and republican parties,—the one seeking to 
extend, the other to restrain, Executive power. 


The public have not forjioUen the various 


schemes so sedulously devised or countenanced 
bj Mr Van Buren during the whole period of 
his Administration, and fully exposed at the 
time, to augment Executive patronage, discre- 
tion, and power; and nothing, surely, has more 
eminently distinguished the career of Mr Clay 
tkan hrs constant and persevering efforts to re- 
strain, and to provide new dikes and securities 
against the enlargement or abusive exercise ot 
the powers of that department of the Govern- 
ment.

The worst and most 


dangerous aspect they present is, that all ot them 
bring into immediate and opposing array, it' not 
into angry and hostile collision, the sectional in- 
U?rest* and feelings of the different geographical 
dirisions ot the confederacy. 


Whose, at such a moment, is the master spirit 


that may have power to still the rising tempest 
before it sweeps with destructive fury over the 
face of our yet happy Union; or,should this prove 
hopeless and impossible, whose the commanding 
genius "to ride the whirlwind and direct the 
Mtorm?" To preside over the destinies ol a great 
lepublic, in a crisis of such conplicated difficulty 
and peril, calls lor something more than the arts 
of the mere party politician. 
It demands the 


highest moral and intellectual qualities of the 
tiatesman—courage, sell possession, elevation of 
character and elevation ot views—a nobleness 
and generoaity ot nature that attracts confidence 
and can inspire enthusiasm; the spirit ot per- 
autaion and the sprnt of command combined. 
Let the annals of the country,in some of the dar- 
kett momenta which have ever loweied upon its 
iorliine8,becon»ulted,and they will answer wheth- 
er HENBV CLAY or MARTIN VAK BUKEN is the 
man for such a crisis.

CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, Saturday, Jan. 13. 


The Senate did not sit to-day. 
In the House, Mr Giddings desired to bring 


to the notice of the House, and to reply to an 
article in this morning's Globe, impugning (as 
he said) his honor and integrity. 


Objections were made to the explanation, and 


after much conversation and much confusion, a 
motion of Mr Schenck of Ohio, to suspend the 
rules to allow — what had never before been de- 
nied a member of the House, he said — this ex- 
planation, was rejected: Yeas 92, Nays 57.
